Should the 
comparison be extended to pigeon 
egg*, there would be needed no less 
than (n.308 of the letter class Krausr 
ststes that the quantity of egg* laid 
by a hen of this gigantic breed eon 
sisted of from IS to 20 eggs. Suppos- 
ing it would consist of only on* doxen. 
this would be sufficient to feed a 
whole village of 2.21S persons, each 
one receiving a quantity equal to 
thai of three chicken eggs A* to th* 
prices of these eggs, it m*y be men- 
tioned that one of them wa* pur- 
chased by the Wsrmbrunner museum 
st 20,000 msrks, or about 15,000 As 
s rule, however, they sre much cheap- 
er. The Budapest museum bought 
one in 1804. the price of which was 
only 1.300 florins, or sbout SS46 Ths 
Provincial museum, of 8t. Omrr. In 
Frsnce, owns two of these eggs, for 
wheih it psld 1.800 francs ($300) 
aplec*.
